A visit to the con- 
vention hall, owned by the Daughters of the American Revolution, con- 
vinced us that these delegates are sturdy, keen-minded Americans, alert 
but orderly, powerful but disciplined. 

Nor does one have to judge only by outward appearances. The record 
of the teamsters’ union speaks for itself. It was organized forty years ago 
and chartered by the American Federation of Labor with but a handful 
of members. Today its membership approaches the half-million mark. 
STARTLING SUCCESS 

Even during the past five years alone, the union’s record of accom- 
plishment is startling. In that period it has gained 135,000 members, it 
has cut down the average hours of work from sixty to forty-eight and it 


years. 
These gains were not achieved by magic. It took hard work and plenty 
of it. And it also took discipline. 
In the latter respect, the present status of the union speaks eloquently 
of the union’s efficient leadership. At this writing, there are fewer than 
200 members of the teamsters’ union on strike, a record of which any 


When one speaks of the leadership of the teamsters’ union, the stalwart 
figure of Daniel J. Tobin immediately comes to mind. This vigorous, 
though white-haired, labor leader has been president of the teamsters’ 


strength. 

In recent years many honors and heavy responsibilities have been 
heaped on Dan Tobin’s shoulders. He has accepted the honors modestly 
and discharged the duties manfully. 

No wonder President Green felt called upon in his address to the con- 
vention to pay tribute to Dan Tobin for his “great services in the ad- 
vancement of the cause of labor.” 

A TRIBUTE FROM F. D. R. 

Perhaps Mr. Tobin’s most glorious achievement is the fact that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt agreed to address personally this convention of the team- 
sters’ union. This is the first time in his two administrations that the 
president has appeared before a union meeting. Therefore, the presi- 
dent paid a high compliment to the teamsters’ union and to Dan Tobin 
personally. 

For years there has existed a close friendship between President Roose- 
velt and Dan Tobin. The president has frequently called upon Mr. Tobin 


services. 

In 1932 and in 1936 Mr, Tobin worked arduously to elect Roosevelt. In 
those campaigns he headed the labor division of the national demo- 
cratic committee. This year Mr. Tobin is again doing business at the 
same stand. 

To go back for a minute, we recall that in the spring of 1939 when 
President Roosevelt urged both the American Federation of Labor and 
the CIO to reconcile their differences and negotiate a settlement, Presi- 
dent Green appointed Mr. Tobin to the A. F. of L. peace committee. Mr. 
Tobin was recognized as a leading proponent of labor peace. But it hap- 
pened that he was overburdened with the work of his own union at the 
time and he declined the appointment. So important did President Roose- 
velt regard his services, that he appealed personally to Mr. Tobin to re- 
consider. Mr. Tobin could no longer refuse under such circumstances 
and he did serve. It is no reflection upon him that the conferences failed 
to bring about a settlement. Mr. Tobin strove desperately to prevail upon 
the CIO group to agree to a reasonable settlement. Along with other 
negotiators representing both the A. F. of L. and the CIO, Mr. Tobin 
failed to budge the obdurate refusal of John L. Lewis to consider any 
fair proposal. 

A few months ago Mr. Tobin was appointed by the president to serve 
as his administrative assistant in the white house to promote labor co- 
cperation with the national defense program.

Already 3,000 
men have been placed in jobs.

Designed to pre- 
vent union members from obtain- 
ing employment in the plant, this 
blacklist is supplemented by vari- 
ous other un-American devices 
which prohibit the unorganized 
workers from entering into frater- 
nal association with their fellow 
workers in other plants.

“yellow dog” contract was an in- 
tegral part of the Donnelley labor 
policy. The Donnelley plants teem 
with spies and stoolpigeons to such 
an extent that every employe is 
kept suspicious of other employes 
around him.

TO SAFEGUARD PICKETING 


With anti-loitering ordinances proposed for adoption in many 
California communities already, the California State Federation 
of Labor today issued an additional warning to all local unions

and central labor councils to insist upon incorporation of a 


clause safe-guarding the right 
opposition. 

Text of the safeguard clause 
proposed by Secretary Edward 
D. Vandeleur, of the state fed- 
eration of labor, is as follows: 

“Nothing in this ordinance shall 
be deemed to prohibit or interfere 
with any lawful activities of a la- 
bor organization or other body of 
citizens in peacefully disseminating 
information to their own members 
to the public, or to individuals re- 
garding the existence of a labor 
dispute or any other matter of in- 
terest to the public or to the body 
of citizens conducting such activi- 
ties.” 

“Most of the proposed anti-loiter- 
ing ordinances are based upon a 
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sample ordinance prepared by the 
League of California Cities and 
sent to boards of supervisors and 
city councils throughout the state 
for adoption,” Vandeleur said. “The 
league claims that the word ‘loiter- 
ing’ has been strictly defined so 
that there would be no possibility 
of any person engaged in an inno- 
cent activity being convicted of 
loitering. 

“It is also claimed that the league 
ordinance could not possibly pre- 
vent peaceful picketing because a 
picket would not have in his pos- 
session explosives, etc.” 

“An analysis of the league ordi- 
nance, however, does not bear out 
these claims,” Vandeleur said. “Sec- 
tion four seeks to prohibit entering, 
going upon or remaining upon any 
of the premises in question ‘without 
having upon his person the express 
written consent’ of the owner. This 
section says nothing about the pos- 
session of explosives. 

“I do not agree,” Vandeleur add- 
ed, “that the word ‘loitering’ will be 
construed by the courts in some of 
our counties as not including peace- 
ful picketing. Many anti-picketing 
ordinances include loitering as one 
of the offenses. It would be very 
dangerous to allow an ordinance to 
be enacted in the form of the one 
proposed by the League of Califor- 
nia Cities.”

You Owe It to Yourself to Be There 
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Census Bureau Makes Report 
Tire Output Goes Up; Jobs Go Down 


In 1939, the average rubber industry worker produced 25 per 
cent more automobile, truck and bus tires than he did in 1937, 
only two years before. 


That startling fact was revealed this week by the U. S. census 
bureau's first report on its “Census of Manufactures in 1939. 
The bureau makes such a census once in each two years, and 
publishes statistics for each industry. This time, the tire indus- 
try happens to be the first to have its figures disclosed. 

“Technological progress’’—the constant improvement of pro- 
duction machines and methods and the resulting increase in un- 
employment—is one of the greatest problems facing this coun- 
try. Almost everyone knows that, but probably few people 
realize that this process is going on so fast as is indicated by this 
census report. 

It shows that tire production rose from 45,668,599 in 1937 to 
49,166,077 in 1939, an increase of 3,497,478, or 7 per cent. 

Meanwhile, the number of tire workers fell from 63,290 in 
1937 to 54,115 in 1939, a decrease of 9,175, or 14 per cent. 

As a result, the production per worker was boosted from 721 
to 908 tires, an increase of 25 per cent. 

That came on top of “technological progress” which, in the 
years before 1937, many times multiplied the production of tires 
per worker. It would seem that there is no end of this “prog- 
one or to the number of workers who lose their jobs because 
of it. 

In some way, new jobs must be found for these workers, and 
if private industry cannot provide places for them, the govern- 
ment will have to do it.

When the legislation is 
passed by congress and approved 
by the president, we'll support it 
and we will carry it out. 

“We need to think together, to 
work together and to stand to- 
gether as never before in defense 
of democracy and in defense of 
America. 

“If there is one appeal I want to 
make to every worker in America, 
it is never to slacken down, never 
to slow up, and never to interrupt,

Refuting attacks on the presi- 
dent by John L. Lewis, Mr. Green 
flatly declared that “no man in 
America has more sincerely and 
earnestly applied himself to the 
task of finding a solution for un- 
employment than has the presi- 
dent.” 

Mr. Green emphasized the need 
for labor peace and concluded his 
address with the pledge that the A. 
F. of L. is ready now and at any 
time in the future to sit down and 
negotiate a settlement of the dif- 
ferences with the CIO. He insisted 
that the CIO has refused to nego- 
tiate. 

Other pleas for labor unity came 
from Secretary of Labor Perkins 
and Daniel J. Tobin, president of 
the teamsters’ union. Miss Perkins 
praised Mr. Tobin’s efforts in be- 
half of peace. 

In his annual report, Mr. Tobin 
warned that unless labor peace is 
achieved, the government may step 
in and force a showdown. 

In the past five years, Mr. Tobin 
disclosed, the teamsters’ union has 
gained 135,000 members and is now 
the largest union in the A. F. of L. 
fold. Since 1935, he said, the aver- 
age working hours of the union’s 
members have been reduced from 
sixty to forty-eight a week. By the 
next convention, he predicted, a 
forty-hour week would be attained. 
He estimated that the union had 
won wage increases aggregating 
$312,000,000 in three years. 

Other speakers at the opening

Unity Needed More Now 
Than Ever Before; CIO 
Does Not Keep Agreements 


President William Green of 
the A. F. of L. said this week 
that labor's failure to unite 
rested upon ‘the leader of the 
rival group.” 

Green spoke before a crowd of 
3,500 sleeping car porters in an- 
nual convention at New York. 

He reminded the delegation that 
President Roosevelt recently asked 
leaders of the two groups to “get 
together.” 

“We agreed,” said Green, “but 
the representative of the rebel 
group said no. We cannot get 
together when the leader of the 
CIO says no. 

“I know that the need for na- 
tional unity was never more 
apparent than at present,” he 
continued. 

“It is equally important that 
labor should unite. We have 
succeeded when we were united 
and suffered when we were 
divided.” 

He reviewed the history of the 
split with the CIO asserting, “those 
who lose in a fair fight, after open 
debate, should submit to the will of 
the majority 
fashion.”

DEFENSE INDUSTRIES 


The national defense commission 
said that 5,500,000 now idle work- 
ers are available for the nation’s 
defense industries. . 


This number has been registered 
through offices affiliated with the 
United States employment service. 
The registration is broken down so 
that the number of workers avail- 
able for any particular trade or 


\skill is compiled for each locality. 


The labor inventory was part of 
three-phase program for meeting 
manpower shortages as the de- 
expand. Combined 
with it is a government-industry 
co-operation program for training 
men in industrial plants and a vo- 
cational training program for 
schools. 

The commission is building a res- 
ervoir of skilled labor through 
training programs in the national 
youth administration, the civilian 
conservation corps and the WPA. 
The NYA program has 68,000 learn- 
ing defense trades, the CCC 300, 
000 and the WPA 25,000. 

The civil service commission is 
recruiting 100,000 skilled civilian 
workers for navy yards, arsenals 
and other defense establishments. 

In another field of defense per- 
sonnel activity, Gill Robb Wilson, 
president of the national aeronautic 
association, proposed creation of a 
civil air reserve of pilots to form a
